START WIRING CHURCH 


That the state highway to tm built 
between Gettysburg and Harrisburg 
under the provisions of the Sproul hill 
may become a continuation of the 
Lincoln Highway from Washington to 
Gettysburg is the hope and purpose of 
State Highway Commissioner Bigelow*. 
The delay in going ahead 
with the 
state road from Harrisburg is due to 
this wish on the part of Mr. 
Bigelow 
who Is waiting to see whether or not 
the Lincoln Highway bi I l‘w ill pass at 
the coming session of Congress and he 
is very hopeful of such action 
tieing 
taken. 
The above information was given 
by Chief Engineer Foster of the High­ 
way Department. 
If the plan is car 
nod out the Bproul road from here to 
Harrisburg will he built in genera) 
conformity to the design and plan of 
the Lincoln Highway so that the state 
road would he a continuation of tbs 
great national memorial tribute to the 
Martyr President. 
That the Lincoln Highway is to tie 
a reality swoon to he the general 
im­ 
pression on all'aides among those who 
should know. The sentiment has l>een 
growing every year since the project 
was first launched and many of those 
who were at first opposed to the idea 
are now among 
its enthusiastic ad­ 
herents. 
The promised visit of Mr. Bigelow 
to Gettyshurg'regarding the resurfac 
ing of the York pike between Gettys­ 
burg and New Oxford has iieen some­ 
what delayed, the Commissioner mak­ 
ing frequent efforts to get here hut 
tieing 
so rushed 
with 
work and 
calls from so many sections that the 
trip to Gettysburg na* l*#*n an inputs 
nihility up to this time.

I plant 
Little was known about him 
, He was from Baltimore and previous 
I to going to Mont Alto had 
been em­ 
ployed by a priest at Sparrows Point. 
Md. 
He worked at painting at the 
sanatorium. 
“ For'tlie past several days Kavanaugh 
had been slightly ill. 
He had symp­ 
toms of the grip and when last seen on 
Saturday was lying in 
bed in his 
shack 
He bad a small 
stove going 
and it is thought 
(hut on Saturday 
night lie went to sleep with the draft 
on the stove 
It likely tiocame over­ 
heated and ignited the woodwork. 
About 11.45 Are was seen inside the 
building by a passerby 
He rushed to 
the shack and broke open the door. A 
sheet of flame drove bim hack. 
An 
aliu-in was given and water was gotten 
on the Are. 
The shack was destroyed 
and in the debris was found the badly 
burned body of its occupant. 
The 
body was almost consumed. 
All his effects and papers weie de 
stroyed and no one ahunt the camp 
knew of any relatives or 
friends of 
the unfortunate man. 
Unless some relative of the man is 
found his ashes will tie buried in the 
sanatorium graveyard 
There was a 
rumor that 
Kava- 
n.n i g h ’n house might have issei) set on 
Are by some Roumanians, who live 
not far from the site of his house.

DIES FROM RABIES 
After twenty hour* of raving, luting 
and piwing at its stable a mule be­ 
longing to John II. Uroscoet, of .Stra­ 
tum township died this morning at 
Ave o’clock from 
the rabic*.

mule was bitter, during tho month of 
August by a dog. 
supplied to have 
been mad which passed the farm 
as 
Mr. Groscost wai cutting oats and 
which snapped at the mule * leg as it 
passed. 
The dog was a long hat ret) 
yellow animal and is said to have 
Iieen killed in 
Mount 
Joy township 
luter. 
The mule showed no sign* of any 
effects until Monday morning when 
Mi. Groscost was hauling in 
fodder. 
Suddenly it became unruly, started 
to bite at it* legs and tried to run 
away 
With difficulty the farmer 
succeeded in unhitching it and get­ 
ting it into the barn 
Dr E. D. Hud­ 
son was summoned and while he wa* 
making an examination the mule a t­ 
tacked him. 
Fortunately the veteri­ 
narian stepped out of it* way tiefore 
he sustained any injury

Rations For Dairy Cattle. 
It is impossible to give a rule for 
feeding dairy cows that will hold good 
In every instance, 
reeding, like other 
farm operations, must be worked out 
according to conditions. 
The cows should have all roughness, 
good bay, that they will eat at one 
time 
lf grain Is fed give one pound 
to every three pounds of milk. Give 
all of the feed of the proper kind that 
the animals will consume without lay­ 
ing on flesh. 
As to the grain ration, 
there is u controversy on this point, 
niauy holding that grain Is not needed 
in the ration of a dairy cow, others 
—among the number is Professor Eck- 
Ipr of Missouri university—maintain­ 
ing that grain is required for best re­ 
sults.

Gettysburg, Pa 
Foreign Secretary Hopes Hi* State­ 
ment Will Clear Up the Political 


Atmosphere. 
London. Nov. 28.—In the opinion of 
Europe, history was made In the house 
of commons, when Sir Edward Grey, 
the secretary of state for foreign af­ 
fairs, delivered his notable 
speech 
clearing up much of the mystery which 
bas clung about the part which Great 
Britain took in the negotiations re­ 
garding Morocco. 
While the utterances of Sir Edward 
were conservative in every way, the 
fact stands out clearly that the rela­ 
tions between England and Germany 
were 
strained last summer to the 
danger point. That the British govern­ 
ment refused to permit Gertnauy to 
deal with France without being con­ 
sulted in turn Was revealed by Sir 
Edward, who, while deprecating the 
idea that Lloyd George’s speech of 
July 21 last was threatening in its na­ 
ture, left a strong impression on the 
minds of his hearers that a threat waa 
intended. He went so far as to inti­ 
mate that the speech was suggested 
by Premier Asquith himself. 
Sir Edward did not enter Into an 
explanation of the reports which have 
been in circulation that Great Britain 
had prepared for hostilities while the 
Moroccan negotiations were in pro­ 
gress. So far as that po-f'on of the 
controversy is concerned the mtnl tar 
confined his statement to the expres­ 
sion of a personal disbelief of the re 
port which had been circulated from 
time to time that an abrupt break had 
been likely in the relations between 
Germany and Great Britain While h# 
admitted that during the month of 
July there had been periods of anx­ 
iety. he evidently wa* of the opinion 
that there had been no real danger. 
He made it obvious that during that 
month Germany had abstained from 
ail communication wit tithe British 
government, but despite this fact Sir 
Edward explained that be had twice 
outlined the attitude of Great Britain 
to the German ambassador at Lon­ 
don. 
It was apparent from this that Lloyd 
George's speech was made for the 
purpose of forcing a reply from the 
kaiser's 
minister and bringing the 
German government to terms. It was 
just as apparent as the speech that 
this policy was successful. When the 
foreign secretary had completed his 
explanation the Unionist members of 
the house of commons, forgetting po­ 
litical differences when th# prestige 
of the nation is concerned, joined in 
cheering the stand which had been 
taken by the government. 
Mr. I .aw-, the new leader of the op­ 
position. in a formal speech, said that 
it must be acknowledged that the ne­ 
gotiations 
throughout 
their 
entire 
course 
had 
reflected credit on the 
ministry. He laid emphasis upon the 
'act that nothing had beer revealed to 
sliow the light and the spirit of ho* 
tillty towards Germany lie was esp* 
dally emphatic in his statement on 
the latter point. 
It Is uncertain, of course, what ef­ 
fect Sir Edward s Biverb will have In 
Germany, for there has been much 
agitation of late, hut In view of th# 
fad that the Moroccan situation has 
been settled so far as France and Ger 
many are concerned. It is not believed 
that there will fie further dispute.

T his d ep artu re from the known pro­ 
gram gave rise to all sorts of rutnors, 
including one th a t A rchbishop Ireland, 
of St. Paul, would receive a red hat. 
Official denial of th is purpose or th a t 
to y o th er A m erican prelate in addition 
U) those proclaim ed would he elevat­ 
ed, w as authorized at the Vatb an It 
is supposed th a t th e unnam ed cardinal 
is M onsignor Filippo U iustini, secre­ 
tary of th e C ongregation of S acra­ 
m ents. 
T he nam e, however, will n >t 
he revealed until a later conalstory, 
a t th e option of th e pope, and it is 
possible th a t th is m ay not he until 
afte r th e death of th e reigning pontiff. 
T he Pope Looked Carew orn. 
Of tboaa thus honored th ree are 
citizens of th e U nited S tates; M onsig­ 
nor John Ii. 
Farley, arib b ish o p of 
New Y ork; M onsignor W illiam O’Con­ 
nell. archhtahop of Boston, and Mon

N evertheless he 
w ithstood th e fatigue of the long and 
trying ordeal bravely, w ith a sm ile 
for each and a word for several in the 
long procession th a t passed before th e 
papal throne. 
T he cerem ony, though com parative 
ly sim ple, w as carried out 
with a 
stately dignity and form that bas char­ 
acterized 
th e 
institution from the 
earliest days. Save for those p artici­ 
pating it m ight have been a scene 
from th e th irte en th or fourteenth cen­ 
tury. In olden tim es th e Sacred Col­ 
lege m et in se cret 
consistory, and 
th e re discussed and finally decided 
upun th e Pope's nom inations. 
F ie 
quently objections w ere raised to ran 
dtdates and th e ir nam es were never 
pr(K‘laim ed. H ence th e privacy of the 
m eeting. 
In th e hall of th e consistory those 
whom duty or privilege brought th e ft 
chatted for a few m om ents, nottna 
sadly the passing of several who had 
been present on th e last sim ilar occa­ 
sion. 
P resently th e door at the re a r of 
th e hall w as opened and th e Noble 
G uards appeared, m aking way for the 
white-clad figure of bis hoH nets Pol 
lowed by Swiss G uards and hts suite, 
th e pontiff paused for a m om ent at 
th e threshold w hile those present bent 
th e knee 
WMth a sm ile he greeted 
them and then walked to the throne. 
T he proceeaioD before th e throne 
followed im m ediately Each dignltar.v. 
according to precedence, approached 
In turn, and. kneeling, kissed the pa 
pal ring. It w as a long and tedious 
cerem ony, which Plus X. bore with 
g reat patience. 
T he Pope’s Allocution. 
P lu i X. broke the silence th at fol­ 
lowed. voicing a sim ple pra^rer. and 
then, still sitting, delivered a brief 
allocution. In th is th e pope begins by 
saying th a t th e present year Is a year 
of m ourning for th e church. All feel 
th a t th is phrase alluded to th e clam or 
OHS com m em oration of th e Italian Ju­ 
bilee which, it Is felt. offended the 
rights of th e Holy See. Through the 
m anifestations of sectarian s (evident­ 
ly hinting at th e F ree M asons), ha 
Ired to th e C atholic faith, the allocu­ 
tion continues, w as prom oted. thu.>( of­ 
fending the 
faithful of 
the 
whole 
world, w hile th e suprem e greatness 
of Italy Is th is faith, which had in­ 
spired every civil progress and which 
alone is th e source of peace and la st­ 
ing prosperity. 
T he 
pope 
lam ented th e Im punity 
which w as granted to the enem ies of 
religion In Rome, especially the Ini­ 
quitous body. as be refers to them , 
which opposed th e existence of God 
and th e C brisian order. Pius X. then 
dealt 
with th e 
persecution of the 
ch u rtb In Portugal by th e sam e bod.v, 
and expressed th e hope that the Por­ 
tuguese nation, boasting of centuries 
of attach m en t to the church, would 
react against her enem y. 
T he evils of m edernlsro and n atu r 
alism w ere counter balanced, th e pope 
continued, everyw here by the love ol 
the Holy E ucharist, as was proved by 
‘be congresses held In Cologne. I.(»n 
don, M ontreal and M adrid. Spain es 
peclally had, he said, dem onstrated 
her tru e rellgloua sentim ent. Ile end 
ed w ith th e hoj>e th a t God would pre 
serve h er from the evil th rea ten in f 
h er peace and happinesa.
